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Yosio Kobayasi* : Three gelly fungi collected in New Guinea

Fructification clustered, irregularly cristate, 2-4 cm high, glossy, bril¬ 
liantly scarlet to grenadine red, fading to orange-yellow or whitish, horn¬ 
like, columnar or flattened-dilate, frequently with horn-like lateral and 
obtuse branches, surface smooth or coarsely verrucose, firm-gelatinose, 
internally with hollow cavity. Hyphae of gelatinous inner tissue fused to 
each other forming H shape or branched, septate with clamp connections, 
2.5-5.5 pt thick, thin-walled, not gelatinized. Basidia ovoid, 8-10 p in diam. 
Spores subglobose or broadly ovoid, 4-5/* in diam. 

Hab. Gregarious on decaying frondose wood, Rabaul, Dec. 28th, 1969.

Fructification orbicular, laterally dilated, ca. 10-15 cm high, with 2-3 
lobed margin, attached to substratum by laterally protruding conic base, 
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soft gelatinous, wholly pellucid, very thick, 1cm at marginal part, 2 cm at 
base, upper surface pale ochraceous, almost smooth, not zonate, very finely 
hairy though seemingly almost smooth. Inner tissue pellucid, semitrans¬ 
parent, almost hyaline, without medulla. Undersurface radially rugose, 
partly and coarsely areolate, pale purplish. Areolae unevenly scattered, 
extremely irregular in size, depth and form. Hairs of zona pilosa fascicu¬ 
late or solitary, pale ochraceous, brownish when dried, thick-walled, 65- 
105 x 5.5-6.5 /*. Zona compacta thin, 13-20/*, composed of pseudoparenchy- 
matous cells. Zona subcompacta superioris 40-45 /* thick, composed of 
palisade-like cells. Zona laxa intermedia composed of gelatinous hyphae, 
2.5-3.5/* thick with clamp connection, mainly arranged parallel to surface. 
Medulla destitute. Zona subcompacta inferioris 13-15/* thick. Hymenium 
•40/* thick. Basidia 75-105x8-10/*, transversely 3-septate. Basidiospores 
allantoid, 10-11x53/*. 

Hab. On decaying log, Daulo Pass, Goroka, Jan. 21st, 1964.

Fructification 3-5 cm in diam., pale cream-yellow or almost white. Sur¬ 
face almost smooth, hymenium distinctly merulioid with finely branched 
-costas, forming fine polygonal pores. 

Hab. Baiyer River, Jan. 18th, 1970; Rabaul, Jan. 2nd, 1970; Oksapmin, 
Dec. 17th, 1971.

Fructification 3-5cm in diam., dark purple, hairs very short (19-30/*), 
costas of hymenium low, meshes not so fine.
